Project KMMiNLT was approved on 
27 February 1951. 

(2) During the reporting period, four issues, totaling 126,000 copies, of the 
weekly newspaper, Deutsche Soldaten Zeitnng, were printed and sold or distributed in 
Western Germany. Approximately Id, Odd of these were sold or distributed in Austria. 

At OPC request, the 30 August issue carried an article on the tragedy of German 
P0W*8 still held in Russia, and this theme has received treatment in each of the 
subsequent issues. A special insert in the ll* September issue was specifically 
directed toward members of the former German Afrika Korps . In cooperation with the 
German Red Cross campaign to locate German POtf's still unaccounted for in the Soviet 
Union, the DSZ has continued to carry lists of those missing.

I a. (1) Four issues of the Deutsche Soldaten Zeitung ((jernan Soldiers' Newspaper) 

(DSZ) appeared during the reporting period* averaging approximately 3k , OOO copies 
per issue. As of October 15, the DSZ has 2,750 regular subscribers, 2?, 214* copies are 
sold by the wholesale news distributors (including newspaper stands), aind 2,000 copies 
are sent free through the mails. 2,8 U$ copies are now being taken in Austria. As 
of Issue No. 18 (k October l?5l), no -further copies have been sent to the Saar district 
because of previous confiscations of the paper by the authorities. This has been 
challenged by the publishers as well as by the German newspaper guild but, to date, “ 5 
no pfficial ruling has been obtaaned f An article, in the form of an open letter to 
the Saar gpvernment ' and severely criticizing its action, is printed in the 18 October 
issue.

A periodic analysis of the paper' s editorial policy indicates continued, 
interesting, and clever support of Western policy. There are, inter aLia, two major 
lines which appear in every issue: the first concern .German military personnel 

still in Allied hands. Using qpotatioris made by the Allied Powers of World War II, 
the editors repeat statements to the effect that no war crimes charge could be brought 
against a soldier or officer .who proved that he was acting in accordance with orders. 
This line is always carried out cleverly, convincingly and unobjectionably. The 
second line contains very persuasive anti-Communist propaganda. A series, entitled 
"The Red Sphinx," on the strength, aggressiveness, preparedness, etc., of Soviet Russia 
is now in the tenth installment.! :0f the many German post-war books, the DSZ has 
picked a historical novel about the Cossack divisions once under German command for 
serialization. The sixth installment is now completed. Apparently, very clearheaded 
reasoning is indicated by this choice: the Cossack experiment was about the only 

bright spot in the sad story of Hitler's failure to exploit existing anti-Communist 
sentiment in Russia. The editor thereby subtly points up the moral that Russian 
manpower can and must be utilized against Stalin in the .event of open war with the

A. (l) During the reporting period, six issues of the Deutsche Soldaten Zeitung 
(German Soldiers' Newspaper) (DSZ) were published. In dealing with German war 
veterans, the DSZ editors have found it necessary to take some position in the 
controversy over the July 20, 1944 plot to assassinate Hitler. OPC could endorse 
neither the Nazi suppression of the plot, nor under the present political circum- 
stances, a breach of military discipline -With OPC guidance, the DSZ has therefore 
undertaken to separate the idea of the "honorable soldier" from Hitler's regime 
by citing case histories of prominent and reputable German soldiers who suffered 
at the hands of the Hitler regime. "Letters from the Death-Cell," the first of 
a group of articles propounding this idea, appeared in the 22 November issue. 

(2) The OPC contact to the DSZ has drawn up a contract for a trial period 
of three months to publish a news service with the express purpose of covering 
European military matters. The contract is similar to that of the DSZ, with 
identical directions as to United States policy. During the reporting period, 
5000 copies of the first issue were distributed to West German newspapers as well 
as to other news agencies. 



(3) On 6 December, public announcement was made to the effect that the DSZ 
had concluded a temporary agreement with the Verband Deutscher Soldaten (league 
of German Soldiers) (VDS) providing for the publication of articles on VDS 
activities and policy objectives. The agreement also states that the VDS will 
have no voice in the paper's editorial policy and the agreement will be reviewed 
when the permanent leadership has been elected, 

(4) The Wehrwissenschaftliche . Rundschau (Europaische Sicherheit) (Scientific- 
military Outlook, European Security) was published in 3 >000 copies during the 
reporting period. The magazine is written in order to arouse the interest of former 
German officers in factual military history and the present military situation 

in Europe, This particular issue stresses the superiority of the Vtest over the 
East and expounds on the possibility of an armed conflict in which . Germans must 
take part. The magazine's editors continue to support United States' policy aims, 
and readily accept the guidance of the OPC case officer. 
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of subscribers is increasing steadily. A sign of success is the. fact that the 
large tobacco firms are now placing their advertisements in this publication. 
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IOl FACTS, EVALUATION AND COMMENT: I Use add i t ion a I plain sheet if necessary) 

a* (1) Acting upon OPC recommendations, the Deutsche Soldaten Zeitung (German 
Soldiers* Newspaper) (DSZ) continued its campaign for the release of prisoners 
of war still held by the Soviets. In addition to devoting the lead article to ' 
this subject in the 6 December 1951 issue, the periodical regularly features a 
full page Suchdlenst or search service sponsored by the German Red Cross. In 
the 13 December issue a prominent notice in the middle of this page reminds the 
reader that over 1,300,000 German soldiers are still missing from the Eastern 
campaign. Prepared under OPG , s direction especially for Stalin’s birthday the 
lead article of the 20 December edition satirizes the deification of the Soviet 
leader. The DSZ appeared four times during the reporting period with an average 
production of 3U,000 copies per edition. The paper was. distributed to dealers 
in West Germany, Austria, and the Saar. 

(2) In conjunction with the agreement between the DSZ and the Verband 
Deutscher Soldaten (German Soldiers' League) (VDS), whereby the paper became 
the temporary official organ of that organization, the DSZ now carries a full 
page devoted to activities of the VDS. Due notice has been given of the pend- 
ing elections of the veteran's group. A "Letters to the Editor" column was 
also initiated with the 13 December issue. 

(3) Issues number two, three, and four of Europaische Wehr-Korrespondenz 
(European Defense Newsletter) (EWK), which is under OPC control on a trial basis, 
appeared during December. Five thousand copies of each edition were printed for 
dissemination to other news agencies as well as newspaper editors throughout 
Europe and West Germany. The chief agent reports that the West German press is 
utilizing the releases frequently in their publications. EWK content is varied, 
interesting, and favorably slanted towards the West. Recent releases included 
a discussion of military developments in Korea, an article dealing with the 
German contribution to Yfestern defense, and a feature explaining the British 
Home Guard (Territorial Army). 

(1|) Printed in 1,800 copies, the November issue of Wehrwissen-schaft.l i che 
Rundschau (Military Science Review) (WR) featured articles dealing with atomic 
armaments in the West and strategy in Naval Warfare. The December issue, appear— 

L ing in 5iQP&. qopies, deals with air strategy, garrison troops, and among other 

'vUNHWMTIAr 
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technical and related military articles, an interesting study by Dr. Bruno 
Behra condemning the Germany Army for its sub-standard treatment of its 
allies during World War II. The editor has received letters from counter- 
part publications in Switzerland, France, Italy, and Finland. All expressed 
approval, the Swiss requesting permission to reprint articles and extending 
a reciprocal privilege to the WR.

Four regular issues of the Deutsche Soldaten Zeitung (German Soldiers 
Newspaper) (DSZ) were sold and distributed during the reporting period. The "Christmas 
Eve issue" was printed in 3fo,000 copies, and the first three issues of 1952 in 
32,000 copies each. Of special interest in the December 2foth issue was an article 
entitled "Where No Candles Burn." Printed under the silhouette of a barbed wire 
‘“ence, it is sympathetically addressed to concentration camp inmates behind the 
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Iron Curtain. The DSZ, through objective and provocative reporting, continues to 
stimulate thought along pro-Western lines without betraying OPC support. 

Issues k through 7 of Europaische Wehr-Korrespondenz (European Defense 
Correspondence) (EWK) were printed for sale and distribution to newspapers and 
news agencies, each issue being published in 5,000 copies. Included among the 
items discussed were descriptions of the development and use of Soviet pursuit 
airplanes; technical items on U.S. developments in radar, and the use of napalm 
bombs; the adoption of automatic rifles as standard equipment in the British Army; 
and a description of the officer corps of the Soviet Army. In the latter article, 
it is pointed out that 100$ membership in the Communist Party is required of all 
Russian officers. Also, special prominence was given to an article on the growing 
strength of theEuropean Defense Amy. 

In addition to the regular issues mentioned above, a special issue of 
the Deutsche Soldaten Zeitung was printed in 10,000 copies. This was the first 
of a series of monthly issues devoted exclusively to the veterans ' roof organization 
in Germany - the Verband Deutscher Soldaten (Association of German , Soldtecal- (Y DS) . 
Published for sale and “HIstH^^o^to^me^eFs^oT^e^tljST^^contains activity 
reports frcm the various VDS state organizations, articles directed toward VDS 
members, the "Search Service" which aids in the re-uniting of missing soldiers wLth 
their families, as well as abstract articles and editorials selected and controlled 
as is the oontent of the regular issues of the DSZ. Thelead article of the first 
issue is entitled "Freedom frcm Fear," and though obviously written along lines of 
pro-Western policy, emphasizes impressively the ultimate dependence of the German 
people upon themselves for the securing of their own personal liberties. 

Also produced in January was an 82-page brochure entitled "Die Grosse 
Frage," (The Big Question) written by retired General Leo Geyr von Schweppenburg. 
This is a penetrating though brief analysis of the Soviet Union with attention 
given to historical development and the possibilities of future Russian-Communist 
policy. The brochure is not "anti-Russian," bat carefully makes the distinction 
between the Communist Party and the people. Also, the author offers a few 
reasons for the reluctance of the Soviets to plunge into a full-scale war at 
this time. He adds that Stalin does not consider the military and economic strength 
of the Soviet Union great enough successfully to attempt expansion in the West. 

"The Big Question" is when will he change his mind. The author, a veteran of the 
Russian front in thelast war, has apparently acqiired a thorough knowledge of 
the psychological factors of the human behavior of the Russian citizen. Written 
in brief military style, the book is precise, clear, and logical. These qualities 
make it easily read and understood.

Such activity does not cospare in scope with the firm anticommunist 
stand taken by the paper* but does contribute toward the preservation of Its indigea - 
ous character and appeal for the German reader. 

(U) Approximately 5,000 copies of issues U and 12 of 
pendens (European Defense Correspondence) (SWK), the weekly military news service, 
were printed and disseminated to newspapers and periodicals throughout Vest Germany. 

In general* the content was military and technical, almost all of the items ere factual 
or objective releases in the field of military eeienee. Other releases, however, 
deal with recent events in Korea, developments in the Western defease effort, sad 
military history. A subtle pro-west era approach is followed throughout the publi- 
cation. 

(5) Two issues* 3000 copies each* of the Wshrwiasensphaftllohe Rundschau 
(Military Science Journal) (WWR) were published during the reportingpefiodT In 
conjunction with a subscription campaign* 20,000 pamphlets advertising WWR were 
disseminated to private persons, book shops* libraries* and veteran's organizations* 
during the latter part of January. Encouraging positive measures for self-defense 
and stressing the superiority of the West continue as OPC 's twin objectives in the 
support of this publication. Since the magazine purports to be scholarly and 
objective, it cannot taka an outspoken stand on these issues* but argues effectively 
that integration into Western defense is the only plausible course of action for 
West Germany. 

C. Reaction 

In view of the modest promotion campaign* the number of subscriptions received 
for Edition B • f the BS2 is gratifying. The fact that the Soviets confiscated the 
latest Berlin consignment of the DSZ indicates the effectiveness of the anti -Com- 
munis t stand taken by the paper.

1. The Deutsche Soldaten Zeitung (German Soldiers Newspaper) (DSZ) 
appeared four times with an average circulation of 33,000 copies during the 
reporting period. Edition B of 'the DSZ, the special monthly number printed 
especially for the veterans' roof organization (VDS), gained 3,000 new regular 
subscribers during the same interval. The latest issue of this edition was 
printed in 15,000 copies. The advertising campaign designed to increase sub- 
scriptions continues. To date this effort has been quite successful, for Edition B 
was expected to be self-supporting as of 1 April 1952. 

2. The campaign against Stalinism continues in the editorial columns of the DSZ, 
The 20 March issue features a lead story entitled "The German Song as Played on the 
Stalin Organ". The article -exposes the recent Moscow overtures as propaganda. 

Another article states categorically that as long as Germans are still" held 
prisoners of war, Russian proposals are valueless. The same- author points out that 
there are now 104,041 positively identified Germans still in Russian prison camps.

Assorted clippings from 15 West German newspapers indicate that SWK releases 
are receiving considerable attention. The successful subscription drive for 
Edition "B" of the DSZ testifies to the growing popularity of that organ. On the 
other hand, the Communists are particularly opposed to the DSZ and its policies. 
Recently they published a satirical cartoon in a leading East Berlin newspaper 
portraying a military minded Germany as a fat burgher reading the DSZ. In 
contrast to this attitude, the DSZ has received considerable favorable comment 
from the "Test German press.

(6) The Gosellschaft fuer -fehrkunde (Society for Defense Science) (CMK) has 
printed taro more brochures of their popular series. One of these is a study of th© 

Kat^n Massacre while the other is an informative and favorably critical paper on the U.S., 
The American A nay, and th© U. S# soldier. It is written by the last German Chief of 
Staff of the Western Defense Command and is a factual account of the U, 8. military ac- 
tivities in war and peace, including a short history of the 0. 8* Army from the War of 
Independence up to and including the Korean conflict. Th* brochure is well written and 
like the previous publications of the G&IK is the subject of Side discussion and interest. 
Several additional brochures are now being prepared by the individual study groups of 

the OVIK and they will be ready for publication in the near future. These brochures 
will generally deal with the Contractual Agreement end a German contribution to the 
European Defense Community. 



(7) The Hlttellungen Gesellschaft fuer behekunde (Information Sheet of the 
Society for Defense oc : erase) (ife/lf }' con^'i'hue'd" to be printed jin 1,000 copies for distri- 
bution to individual members so an to keep them fully informed and abreast of th© latest 
svelopments in relation to Germany's position in the European Community. 
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(8) The membership of the Qesellschaft fuer Weshrkunde now numbers between 
800 and 1,000 with 60 separate brafcchaa throughout Vest Germany. Founded In Janaajy 1- 
Of thi» year, the GHK‘e gains in K@abersb.ip have far exceeded expectations artd are 
indicative of the interest and respect that has been built as a sxsmlt of tee sound 
polielee and provocative publications of the organisation. 

(9) The Wehpissenachaftlic^e ftuadsohau (The Military Science Journal) 

(WVR) was printed In '^636 copies lor sate and distribution during the reporting period. 
It* articles continued to stress matters of military importance in keeping with t?« 3* 
policy* awing this period the VWB came to the attention of the Federal German Govern* 
mat and spokesmen of the government expressed interest in the aims and policy of the 
publication. An attempt is being made to acquire a government subsidy for the Taagfisine, j 
and it is the opinion of a representative of the government that the WR will become a 
St®d-offlcial publication when the German Defense Army is formed. 

o. Reaction 

(1) The publishers of the Deutsche Soldo-ten Eeltung have received a steady 
flow of letters protesting the banning e!t the j^er'in Xus irla by the Four Power Council* 
In addition to this protest they have received several attacks from Comunist organisa- 
tions condemning the paper as a tool of the war^rongsrs and criticising it for its anti* 
pease content, one such letter written by an FDJ member, which parroted the usual Gone 
njunist line, was signed with a picture of a ^aUtras which supposedly indicated the fate 
of D8Z editors* 

(2) The DSZ poster, *8elf Protection Against Aggression, B drew a sharp attack 
from a Communist periodical which charged that those responsible for it were tools of 
tee Fascist war-mongers. This public attack, coupled with the organised campaign of 
defacement against the poster gives a clear indication that the posters were not taken 
lightly by the GoMmunist Party. 

(3) An Associated Press release highly praised the Geseilschaft fuer ehrkundc 
brochure dealing with the American Army. Such a commentary when added' to the" reaction 
of the Weet German and Western European public clearly shows the interest and popularity 
of these works. Sixteen clippings taken from German, French, and. South American publi- 
cations mention tepee brochures and comment favorably on them. 

(it) T e keen interest taken in the Gesellgchaft fuer Wehrkunde is evidenced 
by the fact that an additional 3,000 copies o? 'their previousTy 'prinl&i * " pamphlets tt Tes 
or !h to Defense Aid” and 0 Remilitarisation in the Soviet Orbit*' were orinted for distri- 
bution to interested groups In bote East and West Germany, The brochures printed to 
date by the GWK have been so well received that in all instances tee demand for them 
has necessitated the printing of additional copies. 

($) Strong interest in the Qesellschaft fuer Wehrkumle was expressed by 
General Hans Speidel, head of the German beiegatlon to establi'&h' the European Defense 
Organisation. He indicated satisfaction with the organization and its output add stated 
tes t their continuance will make an important contribution to future development , of the 
European Community* The increasing interest in this organisation by people such ns 
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" 1 indicates that, the £SfK has taken Its place as a leader among Veteran’s organic 

aatlenu in Oerisiany* An F »B»P« Federal Minister stated that the government yes gj?ati» 't

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(1) The Deutsche Soldaten ZeitUftg ( Gfeflftaa Soldier's Newspaper) (DSZ)was printed 
three times during the reporting period, with a total distribution figure of 
97,000 copies. One! issue, originally printed in 28,000 copies, was received bo 
well by the public that the wholesalers demanded and received an additional 6, COO 
copies. This particular issue contained the first of a two article series entitled 
"A New Katyn*', which deals with the unrepatriated German prisoners of war in the 
hands of the Soviets arid is based on material procured from the official records 
of the German Red Cross. A vivid poster advertising the article is felt to be the 
principal cause of the increased sales. This poster is the third of a series which 
was instigated some weeks past and lias proven most effective, it has drawn heavy 
attacks from the Communists who denounce the publishers as Fascists and war mongers. 
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The remainder of the content of these issues dealt primarily with the European 
Defense Treaty and the Contractual Agreement. 

(2) Tiie monthly edition "B" of the DSZ was printed in 36,000 copies and 
contained mainly the same material as the weekly issues. A steady increase in 
the number of regular subscribers of this edition has brought the figure of 
these to 31>3£L. This issue has been self-supporting for some months. 

(3 ) Three editions of the Euro pais che V.ehr-Koreecpondenz ( European Defense 
newsletter ) ( M'K ) were published during the reporting period. Each issue was 
printed in 5 >000 copies and distributed to regular subscribers and other interested 
persons and organizations. During this same period, if?, German newspapers reprinted 
eight articles from the subject publication. 

(4) 3,500 copies of the fclehrwisaensehaftliche Rundschau ( Military Science 
Jess#, 1 ) (VvhR ) were published and distributed during the reporting period. Aside 
from material on military tactics, theory and weapons, this issue presented two 
articles designed to induce in the conservative military reader a positive 
attitude toward German participation in the European Defense Community. In 
addition, the publishers reprinted a 12-page extract from the June issue of the 
subject magazine in 2,500 copiesj 1,000 were sent to potential subscribers, 

500 were given to the Soldaten Bund for distribution among their members, 300 
to the Federal Republic Press Information Office and the remaining 700 were held 
to fulfill anticipated requests from Bonn, Tbe sending of complimentary copies 
to potential subscribers is part of a drive to increase the circulation of the 
magazine and bring it to the attention of a larger segment of high level German 
ex-military personnel. 

(5) The Gesellschaft fuer i.ehrkunde (Association for Defense Science) (GFW) 
continued its policy of holding public meetings to discuss the European Defense 
Question and the Contractual Agreement. These meetings proved very popular in 
the past and served as an effective means of presenting the U*S. policy on these 
points to an interested part of the population, There are now 68 independent 
meeting groups in West Germany and one in West Berlin. 

(6) In furtherance of their effort in the above mentioned fields, the GFW 
has printed and distributed 30,000 copies of a 56-page pamphlet entitled "The 
European Defense Treaty Agreement". This work pointed out the highlights of the 
Agreement and the political necessity thereof, and emphasized that it is a defense 
treaty and that its machinery would almost be impossible to use for offensive 
purposes. This last point was brought out to counter the attacks of the Com- 
munists which charge that the aim of the Treaty is to arm Western Europe for an 
aggressive war. 

(7) 1,500 copies of the f itteiiungen Gesellschaft fue r Wehrkunde ( Association 
for Defense Science Mews ) were printed and distributed to association members. 

This publication is designed to keep the individual abreast of the latest develop- 
ments .in which the organization takes an interest and has recently been almost 
entirely concerned with the E.D.T. and the Contractual Agreement,

(l) The Deutsche Soldaten Zeitung ( German Soldier's Newspaper) ( PBZ) was 
printed four times during the reporting period. An additional issue from the previous 
period is reported now because of an administrative delay in submitting past distri- 
bution figures. The content of these issues showed improvement over that of recent 
months, and an increasingly greater number of article's followed the lines of policy 
that hatfe been laid down to the publishers. The issue of 25 Sept. 1952 presented 
a discussion of the war criminal question and the recent Bundestag debate on the 
problem. An editorial on the front page of the same issue insisted that the Bundestag 
ratify the treaties so that West Germany can do its part in the defense of Europe 
and West Germany. Included in the same issue was an article on the life of General 
Ridgway which stressed his broad experience and great capabilities as an organizer 
I and combat leader and subtly indicated that he is the type of general under whom a 
i German contingent could serve. £3 ^ | 
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(2) The monthly Deutsche Soldaten Z^tung, Edition "B" was printed and 
distributed in 34*000 copies throughout West Germany to 31,178 subscribers, 
with the remainder of the issue going to interested groups and individuals. 

The regular subscribers are all members of the VDS/BvW, the German veterans' 
organization for which the DSZ serves as the official newsorgan. 

(3) Another in the DSZ's series of posters advertising forthcoming 

. articles of special interest was printed and distributed in 15,200 copies 
throughout West Germany. The poster showed the "Grim Reaper" riding across a 
barren and ravaged countryside with the words "Pests Over Europe" in large letters 
over his head. The text of the poster told of a coming article in the DSZ that 
will expose soviet experiements in bacteriological warfare in the USSR. Part of 
the material for the articles comes from a translation of Admiral Zacharias' 
works that appeared in Le Figaro, to which the publisher of the DSZ acquired 
the German rights. 

(4) The monthly printing of the Kfehrwissenschaftliche Rundschau ( Military 
Science Journal) (WWR) was distributed in 3*000 copies with 2,100 sold and the 
remaining 900 being given to people who answered an ad that offered an intro- 
ductory copy to interested persons. 

(5) During the reporting period, the Europaische We hr Korrespondenz ( European 
Defense Mewsletter) (EWK) was printed five times, each issue in 5*000 copies. 

The distribution was to regular subscribers and to interested groups and individuals. 

(6) The Gesellschaft fuer Wehrkunde (Society for Defense Science) (GfW) 
increased the number of public meetings and discussions on the problems of the 
EDO and Contractual Agreement. These meetings were held by university groups, 
veterans' organizations, youth groups, and all of the 60 odd branches of the 
Gesellschaft. The speakers for the Gesellschaft constantly called for the 
ratification of both of the agreements and stressed that only by regaining a 
position of strength through the European Community will Germany again become a 
leading sovereign power. 

c. Reaction 

(l) The Gesellschaft fuer Wehrkunde has recently received increasing publicity 
throughout the whole of West Germany. A total of 71 clippings from West German 
news organs were spotted and clipped during the last month. These articles all 
praised the work being done by the Gesellschaft and urged its continuance for the 
good of Germany. The lectures sponsored by the Gesellschaft have been very well 
attended and, even though their primary appeal is to ex-military personnel, many 
of those attending are ordinary Germans who have an interest in the fixture of their 
country and feel that the ideas expressed by this organization are those which 
will benefit Germany greatest. In addition to newspaper publicity, the Gesellschaft 
has been steadily mentioned in the regular news broadcasts of radio stations in 
Hesse, Bavaria and North Germany. The Deutsche Presse Agentur ( German News Feature 
Service ) (DPA) recently devoted a full page to the meetings and lectures that are 
being held.

a. This project was originally designed to counter the actions of pacifist 
and neutralist groups in West Germany who were opposed to ratification of the 
Contractual Agreements. In practice KMMANLY engaged primarily in efforts to 
win support for the EDC in the areas of veterans’ affairs and military publishing. 
In order to achieve these aims three publications, Die Deutsche Soldaten Zeitung 
( The German Soldiers' Newspaper ): Europaische Wehrkorrespondenz ( European Defense 
News Letter ): and We hr Wissenschaftliche Rundschau (Military Science Journal ) 
were utilized under KMMANLY. In addition KMMANLY supported the Gesellsehaft fuer 
Wehrkunde (GfW) , a military science study group composed of former high ranking 
German Army officers. 

f . All aspects of this project have now been terminated, but limited contact 
with Joseph K. Limming, former Chief Agent, will be maintained in an effort to keep 
tabs on developments in the field of veterans’ affairs.
